WASHINGTON.—For all the fan- 


fare attending its opening,, the new 
congress is overshadowed, for the first 
lime in modern history, by the su- 
premo court. 


Behind the white facade of the 


court's vast new building, nine men 
are working out the answers to con- 
stitutional problems of almost unpre- 
cedented gravity. In a larger sense 
they, and not congress, even will de- 
termine when that body is to adjourn, 
since upon what the court does with 
pending "new deal" measures depends 
the extent of the task to which tin? 
congress is to be put. 


It is an ancient tradition that the 


justices keep aloof from the whirl of 
Washington. The strange circumstan- 
ces of these days curiously make them 
unwitting objects now of the main 
.spotlight. Congress takes decidedly a 
second place.
